Omaha, Neb., Nov. 26.—Trains on all 
the roads reaching Omaha yesterday 
were from one to five hours late on 
account of the snowstorm. From five 
to ten inches of snow covers Nebraska. 
All the country within IOO miles of 
Omaha has experienced the same storm, 
while from Chadron and along the line 
between, the report tells of a heavy 
fall of snow, continuing for at least 
twelve hours. All of Nebraska seems 
to be included in the limit of the storm. 
In this respect it is most valuable.

tions for the early taring. A foot of 
snow now followed by a reasonable 
amount during the winter, means much 
for Nebraska.

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 26.—The eighth 
annual convention of the trans-Missis­ 
sippi commercial congress was con­ 
vened at IV o’clock yesterday at 
Creighton hall.

Though the terrific storm throughout 
the west delayed many, 300 delegates 
faced the presiding officer when the 
convention was opened. The morning 
session was devoted to welcoming the 
guests. At the beginning of the after­ 
noon session the committees were ap­ 
pointed, credentials examined and the 
convention regularly organized. These 
preliminaries occupied the greater part

The executive committee has de­ 
cided that it would not fix any set time 
for the discussion of various topics.

Chicago Limited Wrecked and Many 
Persons Missing or Injured—One 
Chair Car In the River—Accident 
Occurs on the Santa Fe Line— I 
Names of the Killed and Injured. 


Topeka, Kan., Nov. 26.—A head-end 
collision occurred at 4 o’clock yester­ 
day afternoon just east of Shoemaker, 
N. M., between the east-bound Chicago 
limited and a freight train. The trains 
met on a sharp curve. Both engines 
were demolished. 
The mail car was 
thrown on top of the engines and the 
baggage car and one chair car are up­ 
side down in the river. 
Twelve passengers were more or less 
seriously injured. Engineer Bourne, of 
the flyer, and postal clerk are missing. 
The injured passengers are being 
taken to the Las Vegas hospital, and 
wrecking crews have started 
from

and repair 600 feet of track which was 
torn up.

Commissioners Win 
THE NICARAGUA 


Ramon That Sh* 
Male* an Unfavorable Report. 
Washington, Nev. 26.—A serious blow 
has been dealt the Nicaraguan canal 
company’s project for the construction 
of a waterway across the isthmus by 
the report of the Nicaraguan canal com­ 
mission. A review of the contents and 
the text of the conclusions of the report 
of the commission became public this 
morning. The report is at such vari­ 
ance with the numerous rumors and 
predictions, which have from time to 
time been published concerning it, that 
it will cause great surprise and disap­ 
pointment among those who have 
hoped for a generally favorable report, 
and who have, therefore; placed cre­ 
dence in these rumors, which usually 
stated “on the highest authority,” that 
the commission favored the* route pro­ 
posed by the company, and placed the 
cost of the canal at about $110,000,000. 
On the contrary, the report points out 
that it is neither practicable nor ad­ 
visable to attempt the construction of 
the Nicaragua canal upon the data at 
present available, and that the under­ 
taking would be fraught with hazards 
too obvious to disregard. With the 
data at hand the commission makes a 
provisional estimate of cost $133,472,- 
193, or nearly double that of the Mari­ 
time Canal company’s unconditional 
estimate of $69,893,660. The report says 
the official estimate by the company is 
nsufficieat for the work; that “I* sev­ 
eral important cases the quantities 
must be greatly increased and in num­ 
erous cases the prices do not make 
proper allowance for the difference in 
cost of work between the United States 
and Nicaragua.” The general trend of 
the entire report is certainly very un- 
a votable to the canal company.

HURT IN A FREIGHT WRECK* 


Train on the Pennsylvania Road Parts 
and Comes Together. 
Fort Wayne, Ind., Nov. 26.—A freight 
wreck occurred early yesterday morn­ 
ing on the Pennsylvania railroad near 
Ritchie, O., twenty miles east of this 
city.

TESTIMONY CONFLICTS. 


Blame 
for the Cleveland Street Car 
Horror Not Yet Placed. 
Cleveland, O., Nov. 26.—After many 
continuations the coroner’s inquest in 
the Central viaduct street car disaster 
was resumed yesterday. J. F. Campbell, 
a dealer in dairy supplies, who was f l ­ 
owing closely behind the ill-fated car 
with a horse and wagon, testified posi­ 
tively that no red light was shown over 
the gates. On the other hand, Assist­ 
ant Fire Chief H. H. Rebbeck and sev­ 
eral other witnesses, who were on the 
bridge when the accident occurred, 
swore that the red lights were ' dis­ 
played at both sides of the draw, accord­ 
ing to the rules. William Hagen tes­ 
tified that he saw a lantern thrown 
from the bridge into the river an bour 
after the accident occurred, throwing 
out the impression the gate lantern had 
been purposely thrown into the river 
in order to make it appear that it had 
been knocked from the gates by the 
car when it struck them.

Sioux City and St. Paul Grant 
Thrown Open Fab. 27. 
Des Moines, la., Nov. 26.—Register 
Evans of the government land office 
has received instructions relative to 
opening to settlement the land grant 
of the Sioux City and St. Paul road 
in O’Brien and Dickinson counties, re­ 
cently forfeited to the government. The 
instructions state that there are 21,900 
acres in the forfeiture, of which alL 
but 8,000 acres has been sold by the 
government Under the instructions 
the register will publish notice of the 
opening for thirty days, it being neces­ 
sary that there be ninety days’ notice 
from the time of the first publication 
The publication will be made in O’Brien 
county papers. The date for opening 
the lands is Feb. 27, 1896. The condi­ 
tions provide that persons who have 
acquired title from the railroad must 
give the land office notice of the fact 
before Feb. 27. After that date a day 
will be fixed on which to present proof.. 
Any persons having adverse claims ta 
property may also present their cases 
on the day set for the hearing, and 
the one who has the best right will re­ 
ceive the land upon payment to the 
government of $2.50 per acre. No per­ 
son is to be limited by the quarter sec­ 
tion clause. If he has purchased 1,000 
acres and can show the railroad title 
he will be protected. This does not 
apply to the 8,000 acres to which title 
has not been passed by the railroad 
company. On this homestead entries 
may be made Feb. 27. The first to en 
ter will get the land. To secure perfect 
^itle one must live on tile land fourteen 
months and then pay the government 
$2.50 per acre or remain in continual 
possession five years and then receive 
the title upon the filing of final proofs. 
The published notices are now being 
sent out.
